number of newsboys, eaoh one crying 
his papers, and at the same time hold- 
ing put his hnnd in the hope of receiv- 
ing the pnper whioh you are through 
with. 
These papers are either sold 


again or are returned to tho newspaper 
offices as unsold copies. 


There is as much difference in the 


methods of these newsboys as there 
is in those of business men who adver- 
tise. 
Some of the boys push to the 


front and seem fco catch the eye of 
almost everybody. 
There is another 


kind of boy, who stands a little bit in 
the background, but who still reaches 
out his hand. 
Out on the edge are 


some of the smaller, weaker and less 
energetic boys, and beyond them are 
some who take no interest in the pro- 
ceedings at all, who receive few papers 
and sell few. The boy who asks often- 
est and keeps most persistently in the 
foreground is the boy who gets the 
most papers. 


The advertiser who keaps his busi- 


ness prominently before people and asks 
persistently and often for thair trade is 
tha one who will get the most business. 
The man who is nearly as energetic 
will get tho business that is left, and 
the ono who stands around on the edge, 
with his hands in his pockets, may 
very reasonably and justly expect to get 
"what the boy shot at " 


Advertising, reduced to its lowest 


terms, is merely asking people for their 
trade. 
That's all there is of it. 
A 


business man wants trade in some par- 
ticular line. 
If it is a good line, and 


if he understands it and runs his busi- 
ness properly, it is only a question of 
asking enough people and asking them 
often. 
In the dull season, when only 


comparatively few people are buying 
anything, the advertising effort should 
bo increased as the number of possible 
buyers decreases. 
It is easier to sell 


$10 worth of goods among a thousand 
people than it is to sell thnt much 
among one hundred people. 
If there 


nre ouly one hundred to work on, work 
them hard.

Few 


Special Policemen Get No Pay and Officer 


Helsel Is Reinstated. 


Charges Preferred Against Him Are Dis- 


missed—Herr naber Gives Judge Ban- 


non a Roast—All Garbage Bids Re- 


jected and a Street Cleaning De- 


partment to Be Organized.

oil to order last night, the roll-call 
sbowed Oaborn, Calvin,./ Selby 
and 


Wymer absent. 
Notwithstanding the 


fact that council chamber was like an 
oven; a fair-sized audience was on 
hand to see and bear what might drop. 
Clerk Adams worrje_d through the long 
roll of minutes, which were approved.' 
The mayor, solicitor, street commis- 
sioner, fire chief^and engineer present 
to guard affairs. 
Petitions were called 


for. 


The Seventh ward member wanted a 


'grade established on Adams, Sixth and 
Eighth streets, which was granted. 


Mr. Neill presented a petition, signed 


by more than a hundred ^business men 
and firms, asking for the passage of an' 
ordinance prohibiting the Standard Oil 
company from rebuilding on present 
location on account of the danger to 
nearby property. 
This was referred to 


the fire commission. 


Clerk Adams read a oomrnnniuation 


from L. D York, asking to be released 
from the bond of Mayor Glidden. This 
request was grantea. 
The new bond of 


the mayor was then offerred for ap- 
proval. 
It was signed by M. Stanton 


and J. W. Bannon.' 


Mr. Huber had his desk loaded with 


bomb-shells and he began to throw 
them at this point by saying he had no 
objection to the financial standing of 
the bond, lint Mr. Banuou had been on 
bonds heretofore, and when it became 
necessary for him to meet some of these 
obligations, (the Overtnrf case being 
referred to) he forgot the city, and 
when the city had accepted him as 
bondsman, and he had fought the pay- 
ment of the claim, he would not vote 
to again accept a bond signed by him. 
He thought he ought to put up or shut 
up. 
The bond was approved, Huber 


voting no. 


Mr. Selby ws tired of the chairman- 


ship of the sewer 
committee 
and 


wanted to 
be relieved. 
This was 


granted by the president, and the com- 
mittee was made ' to read: Kellar, 
Wymer and Selby. 


The schedule of §3,458.45 was al- 


lowed. 


The mayor took the floor and the 


lobby began to "rubber." The electric 
light, sin'ce last report, showed nine 
lights out all night and two lights out 
half the night. 


Fines and licenses collected, 3143.20. 
The patrol, the mayor said, had 


failed to respond on several occasions 
on account of a aiok horse. 
Mr. Neill 


said the patrol had to take the chances 
of the fire department having a horse. 
If the city wanted it at all times they 
must buy a horse. 


The mayor then reported having 


suspended Officer Heisel,'of the Fourth 
ward on account of two charges—one 
for viaiting houses of ill-fame, the 
other for furnishing non-union moldera 
with whisky on Sunday while engaged 
as a special policeman to protect the 
moldeis. 


Mr. Dillon said he understood there 


were other charges in the hands of the 
mayor. 
If so, he wanted all at one 


time. 
The mayor thought he 
had 


enough. 
Mr. Huber delayed matters 


on thia line a few minutes by asking 
the mayor to go to his office after the 
specifications as to the charges. 
While 


this was being done, Solicitor Miller 
reported that Geo. B. Millar 
haa 


brought suit against the city on ac- 
count of the sewer connection at the 
Excelsior Shoe factory. Council ordered 
the solicitor to defend the.aame. 


The engineer reported on matters 


referred to him. Mrs. Gibaon had con- 
cluded that she did not want to tap the 
Findlay street sewer. 
W. D. Horr was 


allowed io tap a sewer. 
Drew 
Selby 


& Oo. had relaid Findlay street and 
did a good job. The Chillicothe and 
Third street drainage was referred to 
the sewer committee, as additional 
gutters, etc , would have to be laid. 
The Street Railroad company' had 
tapped a sewer three times —one time 
proper, the other two improper, and! 
without permission. 
i 


Mr. Neill, through motion, had thorn 1 


ordered to put in legal taps and pay for 
damage done to sewer. 
: 


Huber was not ready to report on an- 


nexation. 
Further time was granted. 


Mr. Hnber, of the law abd claims 


committee, then offered his report on 
the payment of special police daring 
the strike at the Ohio stove foundry. 
Mr. Hnber said: 


"When trouble broke out some time 


ago between the union and non-union 
roolders of the Clare Manufacturing 
Oo., the mayor, considering the former 
a dangerous set of men, who might at 
any time inaugurate a riot and send 
the Clare factory, together with its 
'scabs,' up among the angels, employed 
special police to protect the Clare prop- 
erty and inspire awe into the union 
molders. 
For this purpose the city Js 


asked to pay the aura of §45. 


"After careful investigation and con- 


sideration the committee has come to 
the conclusion that the union molders 
are, and have been, peaceful and law- 
abiding citizens, who never imperiled 
life or property. 
Since His Honor, the 


mayor, has appointed oae of their num- 
ber aa'a guardian of peace in] place of 
the suspended policeman of the Fourth 
ward, he has certainly demonstrated 
that he, too, does not consider these 


union men dangerous fellows, rioters 
or anarchists. 


"Section 1 of an ordinance providing 


or reserve police provides that any 
manufacturing company is authorized 
to employ private watchmen for the 
protection of its property. But such 
manufacturing company must pay said 
persons for their services, so as in no 
case to render the city liable for pay- 
ment of any kind whatever. The Glare 
Manufacturing company should, there- 
fore, in the opinion of the committee, 
pay for such portion of the extra police 
as was required for the protection of 
their property, whilst His Honor might 
pay for the rest. 


"The mayor had not complied with 


all the requirements of the ordinances. 
He never consulted the committee on 
police; he removed policemen from 
their regular beats and placed special 
police in their places, and he also had 
ordered men on police duty who had 
not been confirmed by council, all this 
contrary to tho requirements of city 
ordinances. The mayor calls this tech- 
nicality, 
I call it law. 


"The committee also find the name 


of Jos. Goings, an employee of th 
Olare Manufacturing 
Oo., 
on 
bbf 


mayor's list of special police. This 
seems also a violation, as the ordinance 
forbids that anyone on police duty shall 
receive pay for other serivce, while on 
snch police duty. 


The calling out of special police 


was not only unnecessary, but also un- 
wise. It had a tendency to provoke and 
intensify. 
It caused crowds to gather, 


which is apt to produce trouble. 


In conclusion I refer to section 3 ol 


the ordinance whioh provides for re 
serve police watch. 
It reada: * * 
* 


* * .* " 'That reserve police shall 


receive such a sum as city council may 
by resolution determine, not exceeding 
§2 for each day or night." 


"Inasmuch aa this council has not de- 


termined by resolution as to what the 
compensation of these special police- 
men shall be, the committee ounnot 
understand where the mayor gets his 
authority from to charge the maximum 
price, §2. 


"Your committee therefore recom- 


mends that no allowance be made fur 
this purpose." 


Mr. Harsha reported that it would 


cost §450 to satisfy Mr. Dodge in open- 
ing Tenth street. 
Council thought it 


too much. 


On motion of Mr. Harsha, all bids 


for the removal of garbage were re- 
jected. 
Oouncil will met Friday night 


to take this matter up and oBer a new 
ordinance governing the removal of 
garbnge. 


The gutter on Fourth street, between 


Ohillicothe and Gay, was ordered re- 
paired, at S cents per foot. 


Mr. Bratt, of the light committee, 


was granted authority to spend $10 for 
experimenting with some new light ar- 
rangement. 


Mr. 
Neill 
presented a petition, 


signed by a number of business men 
and firms, asking the privilege of buy- 
ing a chemical engine. 
Mr. Neill in- 


sisted on reading the namea. 
After 


some discussion he was allowed to read 
them. 
The fire committee was in- 


structed to ascertain the cost of the en- 
gine, neceasary buildings, etc. 


Mr. Seebohm reported that the use 


of the Coggswell fountain would be 
impractical and same was rejected. 
Hubar suggested that old Ooggswell be 
thrown into the Ohio river. 


The solicitor was instructed to bring 


in an ordinance prohibiting transient 
bankrupt sales within the city. This 
is to protect the business men of the 
city. 


Mr. Hnber wanted the clerk to in- 


quire of the hospital board what they 
were doing with the hospital? Whether 
it is used aa s oity hospital or aa a 
private hospital at the expense of the 
oity? 


In the reading of the minutes of the 


last meeting Mr. Huber noticed that 
Pete Davis was short of the required 
number of votes to confirm. On motion 
of Mr. Hnber, Mr. Davis was confirmed 
as special police officer. 


At this point the mayor entered and 


read affidavits of Jennie Matthews and 
Hazel Martin, one the keeper and the 
other an inmate of a house of ill-fame, 
stating that Heisel had frequented thai 
house and had had carnal intercourse 
with the said Hazel Martin. 


Mr. Neill made a motion that this 


charge be dismisssed, that the council 
could not believe such "cattle" under 
oath. 
Huber said council could not, 


disgrace itself by taking action sustain- 
ing charges on such evidence, and the 
charges were dismisased, Turley and 
Funk voting no.
